SYDNEY (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Robert G. Menzies’ Liberal- 
Country Party coalition was re- 
elected in the general election 
in Australia Saturday. 

Three hours of counting votes 
convinced commentators that 
Menzies had gained the majority 
support of 5,000,000 Australians 


present mapority of 28 seats in 
the House. 

Menzies waged his election 
campaign on the Government's 
record. His chief opponent, 
Herbert V. Evatt of the Labor 
Party, promised increased social 
benefits, 

The return of the Menzies 
Government after nine years in 
office was a firm anti-Communist 
vote. Menzies is four square 
against communism. Fvatt says 
he ia, too, but many voters, in- 
cluding some Labor Party sup- 
porters, think Evatt is too toler- 
ant of Communists. 

Saturday's vote was to elect 
124 members of the House of 
Representatives and 32 sena- 
tors to complete the Senate of 
60. Every seat was contested. 

In the recently retired House, 
Liberals held 57 seats, the 
Country Party 18, and Austra- 
lian Labor 49. 

The Democratic Labor Party, 
a breakaway labor group form- 
ed largely of Roman Cathplics 
who believe ALP gives the 
Communists too free a hand, 
advised its supporters to vote 
first for them and then to give 
second preferences to Liberal- 
Country candidates, 

This helped many Govern- 
ment candidates to election in 
borderline seats. 

A highlight of the campaign 
was the controversy caused by 
a statement Thursday by the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Melbourne, Dr. Daniel Mannix, 
calling for Catholics to support 
the DLP. 

His statemerit followed ALP

Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi said yesterday 
he would decide whether 
to submit the Police Duties 
Law amendments to the 
reguiar Diet “after con- 
sidering the trend of pub- 
lie opinion.” 


Speaking at a press confer- 
ence after his meeting with So- 
cialist Party chairman Mosaburo 
Suzuki, Kishi said he would 
also take into full account the 
opinions of “learned people” in 
regard to re-submitting the con- 
troversical bill. 


The Prime Minister said he 
and the National Public Safety 
Commission recognized the need 
to revise the police bill, which 
had led to the Diet chaos, and 
which will be shelved during 
the remainder of the current 
especial session. 


Kishi did not elaborate on his 
statement concerning taking the 
trend of public opinion on whe- 
ther to submit the bill to the 
new Diet opening Dec. 10. 

The Prime Minister said the 
Liberal-Democratic Party should 
“humbly reflect” on its actions 
during the Diet stalemate. 

However, he said he saw no 
need to reshuffle the Cabinet or 
party executives. 

Kishi said the present Cabi- 
;net lineup is the best availiable. 
He added that no other Cabinet 
would beable to do any better.

Asked if a new Western air- 
lift to Berlin was imminent, 
Macmillan shrugged and said: 

“We must wait and see.” 

The Prime Minister had ad- 
dressed 2,500 Conservative sup- 
porters at an overflow meeting 
in the oak-timbered Guildhall. 

Macmillan made no direct re- 
ference to Berlin, but said the 
military threat of the “ruthless 
Communist empire” must be 
met, | 

“A government's first duty is 
to provide security against it 
(the Communist threat) in the 
military field. But this is only 
one aspect of the problem and 
perhaps in the long run not the 
decisive one,” he said.

The prolonged political vacu- 
um and chaos seem to have been 
settled at long last, but the Kishi 
Cabinet has paid a high price 
for it. 

The prestige and good reputa- 
tion enjoyed by the Kishi Cabi- 
net at the time of the May elec- 
tions have almost completely dis- 
appeared, Even within the rul- 
ing Liberal-Democratic Party 
some hold the view that “the 
prospects are dir: for the Kishi 
Cabinet to stay long in power,” 

The Kishi Cabinet is in for 
another series of troubles over 
the compilation of the fiscal 
1959 budget and the revision of 
the Japan-U.S. Security Pact. 

. Moreover, the Tory party is 
now faced with a complicated 
internal situation with the split 
between the main current fac- 
tion and the antimain current 
faction and the antagonism with- 
in the former group. 

The views within the party 
were well unified when the Gov- 
ernment-sponsored Police Duties 
Law Revision Bill was present 
ed to the Diet in the face of 
strong Socialist opposition, but 
the party was divided as soon 
as the extension of the Diet ses- 
sion was proclaimed in a unilat- 
eral resolution.-

change his mind. Nevertheless, 
Kishi seemed to be firmly deter- 
mined that “there is no other 


way to save the situation than

Suzuki said he saw little pos- 
sibility that the Kishi Govern- 
ment, which had suffered a 
“stunning blow” over the police 
bill, would. be able to proceed 
with the security pact talks as 
it had done previously. 

He predicted that the Liberal- 
Democratic defeat over the po- 
lice bill would. bring about a 
change in United States rec- 
ognition of Japanese affairs. 

Pointing out that Kishi’s poli- 
cy of close cooperation with 
the U.S. has not been changed, 
Suzuki demanded vigorous ef- 


forts to scrap. the security 
treaty. 
Meanwhile, Taizo Ishizaka, 


president of the Federation of 
Economic Organizations, vyes- 
terday hailed the normalization 
of the Diet, 


Ishizaka said credit must go 
to the appreciable “growth” of 
the Socialist Party for the 
break of the Diet impasse. 


He predicted that a_ police 
law revision bill will be placed 
before the Diet again since it 
is necessary to amend the exist- 
ing law to preserve order. 

Akira Iwal, secretary general 
of the Genera] Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo) said that 
the pigeonholing of the police 
bill was a defeat for the Gov- 
ernment party in the face of 
public opinion.

More than 26,600,000 French 
citizens are registered to vote, 
but the campaign has been one 
of the quietest in French his 
tory. There are no Clear-cut 
issues. De Gaulle himself is not 
|a@ candidate and has refused to 
be aligned with any of the 18 
recognized parties. 

The election follows by eight 
weeks the nationwide referen- 
dum on De Gaulle’s new Con- 
stitution which gave him a land. 
slide confidence majority of 80 
per cent. The Conetitution pro- 
vides for a strengthened execu- 
tive, with De Gaulle expected 
to be the Fifth Republic's first 
President. 

The Premier's advisers, re- 
porting on political winds in 
the provinces, said the Cormmu- 
nists, heretofore the strongest 
political group in France, prob- 
ably would retain only 35 to 50 
of the 150 seate they heid in 
the last Parliament. 

The reason for the anticipated 
Communist loss is the abandon- 
ment for the first time since 
1936 of the proportional repre- 
sentation aystem of voting for 
lists of party candidates. Under 
this system, voters in each of 
France’s 89 departments voted 
for a party's list of candidates 
for the entire department. Since 
the Communists controlled a 
jarge popular vote, they elected 
a large number of deputies.

For Sesame Seed Patent Right 


TOYAMA (Kyodo)-—-A_ Japa- 
nese scientist who discovered 
a method to increase the yield 
Oo sesame seeds through the 
use Of isotopes has received 


for patent rights on his produc 
tion method. 


Dr. Teisaku Kobayashi 37, 
assistant professor at Tovama 
University, revealed yesterday 
he was asked by Dr. J. A, Mar- 
tin of a sesame cultivators co- 
operative association in Amer- 
ica for the right to use his 
patent rights. 

Kobayashi found that a muta- 
tion of the sesame plant could 
be brought about by injecting 
15 to 0.005 microcuries of iso- 


ee 
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tope P-32 per 1 cc. in the duct 
of the plant just before flower- 
ing time, 


Through such action, he found 
that 16.6 grams (0.585 ounce) of 
sesame seeds could be harvested 
from a single stem, or double 
the normal yield of 8.1 grams. 
(0.285 ounce). r 

Kobayashi, a noted authority 
in Japan in the research of 
sesame seeds, announced the re- 
sults of his discovery at the 10th 
conference of the International 
Genetics Society, held in Mon- 
treal in August, 

His report stirred up con- 
siderable reaction in South Caro- 
lina, Where sesame seeds are 
produced in quantity.

Tanro had asked the major 
operators, including Mitsubishi, 
Sumitomo, Meiji and Kaijima, 
for an agreement which guar- 
anteed, among other points, full 
ermployment. 

The managements of the 11 
mining companies informed 
their respective unions yester- 
day of an overall revision of 
the agreement. The operators 
gave no guarantee regarding the 
question of full employment, but 
merely said they would not car- 
ry out dismissals in connection 
with the modernization pro- 
gram. 

The managements’ statement 
did not dispel Tanro’s fears that 
there was a possibility of the 
operators carrying out mass dis- 
missals.

Kaizawa and Mrs. Hagi 
cawa of Hokkaido, who are 
Rcheduled to demonstrate the 
weaving of Ainu mats out of 
tree bark at the Takashimaya 
Department Store from Nov. 25 
in connection with the exhibi- 
tion on Hokkaido which will 
take place at the same time. 

“Ainu women in Nibutani vil- 
lage in Sariju-gun, north of Sap- 
pore, earn an average of ¥200 
a day by weaving,” say the two 
Ainu women. This art has been 
handed down through 200 years. 

The bark must be boiled for 
an hour with ashes and washed 
many times in the river. Then 
the bark is ripped into shreds 
by hand. “These _ stringlike 
shreds are used as the warp 
thread,” explains Mrs. Kaizawa. 
The bark is also bleached by 
leaving it ian ponds or marshes 
for two weeks. The bleached 
bark is vaed as the woof in 
weaving. 

After the weaving is finished 
the mat Is embroidered by hand 
which takes a whole day. “We 
can always distinguish ones 
made by Ainu women from 
others by the design which on 
ours is similar to the ones on 
our clothes,” is the explanation. 

In Nibutan! village there are 
100 families, about one-third of 
whom are Japanese and the rest 
Aina though the majority of 
them are of the mixed blood 
through merriage with the 
Japanese. “We live just like 
the Japanese farmers but our 
way of farming is much more 


advanced than is usual with 
farmers in Aomori and Akita 
Prefectures,” say the Ainu 


women proudly. 

Though the Ainu farmers cul- 
tivate rice and vegetables the 
main income is from their dairy 
farms. They say that the milk 
they have tasted in Tokyo is so 
thin that it is like rice water. 


SHIRAISHI 


“The milk we drink is as thick 
as cream and selis for ¥40 a 
hottie holding 1.8 liters,” add the 
Mesdames Kaizawas. 


According to the two Kal- 
zawas the old Ainu customs 
have been forgotten and only 
oldtimers are able to understand 
the old dialect which they can- 
not speak. “We are very mod- 
ern,” continues Mrs. Haruko 
Kaizawa. “The young men and 
women learn modern dancing 
instead of the Ainu folk dances.” 


In the village there are three 
old women who have tattoos 
around their mouth, but after 
they are gone there will be no 
woman who can be distinguish- 
ed from the Japanese. The 
language is also dying out, but 
an effort to keep it up as a 
heritage is being made by the 
chieftain’s family. The young 
chieftain who has recently suc- 
ceeded his father is able to 
Speak the dialect, according to 
two ladies, 

The Japanese Government's 
assimilation policy has been 
successful in dealing with the 
aborigines with the result that 
intermarriage is common Se 


tween the Japanese and the 
Ainu. “We had Japanese hus- 
bands though they are dead 
now,” say both Ainu women, 
speaking happily of their mar 
riages. Mrs. Hagi Kaizawa al- 
though dressed in a Japanese 


kimono is a pure Ainu, 
looks no different from a Japa- 
nese woman. Her companion in 
slacks and sweater looks like 
any ordinary factory woman, 
though she puts on an Ainu 
dress when weaving. 
“Ainu-ni-naru” in the Ainu 
dialect means to become good 
men and women, according 0 
the two weavers. “But the 
Japanese people who heard us 
use the word Ainu came to call 


us Ainu,” they explain, They 
call the Japanese “Wajin” mean 
ing people who came from 
Yamato-no-kuni (present Nara

Japanese Musicianship 
Impresses Paumgartner 


Noted Mozart authority and 
musicologist Dr. Bernhard 
Paumgartner recently left To- 
kyo with some very favorable 
impressions of Japan, both 
musical and otherwise. 


The T7i-year-oll president of 
the celebrated Salzburg Mozar- 
teurm in Austria, who arrived 
here Nov. 3 on KLM’s inaugural 
flight across the North Pole, ex- 
pressed great admiration for 
Japanese rarcici*nshiv in a per- 
formance of Mozart composi- 
tions given under his baton at 
the Hibiyd Public Hall Nov. 8. 


“I was amazed at the great 
progress made by Japanese 
musicians and at the sensitive 
way in which they reacted,” he 
said. “At this rate, it won't be 
long ‘before .hey equal musi- 
cians in the West.” 

Dr. Paumgartner was born of 
musical parents in Vienna in 
1887, at a time when Viennese 
music was enjoying its second 
heyday since the time of Mo- 
zart. 

“Brahms, Bruckner, Wolf and 
Johann Strauss were all living 
in Vienna when I was a boy,” 
he reminisced. “In fact, I used 
to see Brahms nearly every 
day.” 

At the youthful age of 30, 
Paumgartner was appointed 
director of the Mozarteum, a 
post which he still holds today 
simultaneously with the presi- 
dency, and has since devoted his 
life to the study and promotion 
of Mozart’s music. Recently, 
this has included compiling a

York the chief scene of his ac- 
tivity since the war and he re- 
gards Walter as the world’s 
greatest exponent of Mozart's 
music, He also has much praise 
for the young Viennese planists 
Paul Badura-Skoda ahd Ingrid 
Haebler as the most promising 
successors to aging Clara Haskil 
in the fleld of Mozart’s piano 
music. 

Since 1945, Paumgartner has 
been artistic adviser to the year- 
ly annual Salzburg Music Fes- 
tival, of which Herbert von 
Karajan is now director. A new 
festival house, now under con- 
struction, will be opened in 1960, 


he said. 

One of the musicologist’s main 
hobby’s is gardening, and he 
therefore made a point of visit- 
ing some of the noted Japanese 
gardens in Kyoto during his 
stay here. These gardens, he 
said, gave him one of the big- 
gest impressions of his Japanese 
sojourn, 

Paumgartner is also a Hoku- 
sai enthusiast and lost no time 
in adding to his collection while 
in Japan. 

“I find a strange affinity be- 
tween Hokusai and Mozart,” he 
said by way of explaining his 
liking for the Japanese wood- 
block artist. “They both have 
in common a feeling of melan- 
choly and are at the same time 
full of joy.” 

Dr. Paumgartner returned to 
his busy musical routine in 
Salzburg on Nov. 11 when he 
left for Europe on the return 
trip of the KLM _ trans-Polar 
flight.

Textile Chiefs

The Intellectual and the Ideological Functionary 


Perhaps no book in recent 
memory has been so much dis- 
cussed and so little read as Boris 
Pasternak’s epic novel of RKus- 
sia during the revolutionary 
years, “Dr. Zhivago.” Perhaps 
no book in recent years has 
brought so much fame or 80 
much abuse to ite author. Win- 


ner of the coveted Nobel Prize 
for literature, Pasternak was 
hailed abroad and pillomed at 
home, ‘ 

Threatened ith ostracism 
and exile, and Subjected to all 
the immense pressure the 5o- 


viet State can place on an in- 
dividual within its power, Pas 
ternak was forced finally to re- 
fuse the prize and to criticize 
those who had honored him. So 
it would seem the regime had 
won, but, in fact, it is a Pyrrhic 
victory.

of the novel, It is the contrast 
between the man who feels that 
an individual is capable of ac- 
complishing only microscopic

LOVE AND DEATH. By Saneatsu 
Mushakoji, translated by William F. 
Marquardt. Twayne Publishers, New 
York. $5. 


This is a bad translation of 
a bad novel, a particularly ir 
fitating example of Japanese 
autobiograptrical fiction. In a 
way, Mr. Marquardt warns us. 
“All novelists are to a great ex 
tent autobiographical, but... 
the Japanese genius for concer 
trating on the minute and the 
particular allows the Japanese 
novelist to exploit himself un- 
abashedly,” he says in his intro- 
duction, 


To those less willing than he 
to let the Japanese have their 
cake and eat it, “trivial” might 
seem a more appropriate adjeo 
tive than the two he has chosen. 


The book tells, “unabashedly” 
indeed, of a Japanese novelist 
who meeis a lady and falls in 
love with her, goes to Europe 
and feels uncomfortable, speeds 
back to Japan and finds that the 
lady is dead. None of this is 
realized as fiction, and the book 
would hardly seem worth the 
trouble of panning were it not 
so pretentious—and were the 
pretentiousness not underlined 
by Mr. Marquardt’s introduc- 
tion. 


We are asked to find a pecu- 
liarly Oriental resignation in the 
conclusion. Perhaps it is there; 
but we are told that even now, 
21 vears after, the hero breaks 
into tears every time he thinks 
of his beloved. The sunny 
maxims with which he comforts 
himself, moreover, may be good 
Buddhist resignation, but thev 
are just as good Norman Yin- 
cent Peale. 


And we come up against that 
old Japanese intuition. The 
hero returns from Paris con- 
vinced that the Japanese aren't 
so inferior after all.

The German Question 


One Aspect of the Summit Talks 


By the Foreign Editor of the Economist 


“LON DON (Via Radiopress)— 
The Bonn Government's latest 
diplomatic note about the Ger- 
man question has gone to Mos- 
cow at a time when Khrush- 
chev’s speeches have sent the 
Western governments worrying 
and have put them on their 
guard about the future of Ber- 
lin. 


It is not the easiest moment 
to take a long view about 4 &80- 
lution of the German problem 
as a whole. Still it seems wise 
not to let uneasiness about Ber- 
lin hold up the diplomatic work 
on the German question that 
has been going on since summer. 

The note that the West Ger- 
man ambassador handed over 
in Moscow on Nov. 18 may be 
a useful atage in it. The note 
proposed that a commission of 
the four former oceupying 
powers be set up to consider all 
aspects of the German question 
including the reunification of 
Germany and including the pre- 
paration of a peace treaty, The 
initiative for this four power 
commission came from the par- 
liament at Bonn—the Bundestag 
—pt the beginning of July. 


The idea was that it should 
work out common proposals for 
a sohution of the German ques 
tion to promote, it said, the re- 
storation of German unity, The 
commission might be formed at 


a summit conference of the 
four powers if there were one 
or itt mienht be formed inde- 


pendentiy of that. The pariia- 
mentary resolution insetructe! 
the West German Government 
to convey this proposal to the 
four powers, 


This the Federal Government 
did but not till Sept. 9, and a 
few days before it did so, the 
Ulbricht Government in East 
Berlin {came out) with notes 
of its own obviously timed to 
take the wind out of .

Ayub and his army are mill 
tantiv anti-Communist and well 
capable of putting down any 
trouble. There are no signs that 
roartial law will be withdrawn 
in the near future and such 
things as constitutiona! rights 
will not stand in the way of 
sudden arrests. 


Gen. Ayub has directed no 
wide scale crackdown on the 
Communists tut some leading 
sympathizers in both wings of 
this geographically divided 
country have been jailed.
